GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
HOSPITAL'S  — 

1.  TUBERCULOSIS 

There ^ are  no  hospitals  for  the  reception  of  tuberculous  patients 
in  this _ district . Advanced  cases  arc  usually  treated  at  Hawley 
Sanatorium,  Barnstaple.  Convalescent  patients  from  this  district 
are  sometimes  sent  to  the  Devon  County  Council’s  large  and  well 
equipped  sanatorium  at  Kawkmoor,  South  Devon. 

2.  ISOLATION  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Any  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  cannot  be  isolated  or 
properly  cared  for  at  home,  are  conveyed  to  the  North  Devon 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  v^hich  comprises  30  beds,  4 cots  and 
o observation  cubicles.  During  1955  4 cases  were  admitted  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  from  the  Bideford  Rural  District. 

3.  SMALLPOX 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  of  the  Devon  County  Council  provides 

treatment  for  any  ca.se  of  smallpox  that  may  arise  in  this  dist- 
rict. 

4 . GEIffiRAL 


The  Bideford  and  District  Hospita.l  serves  the  district  extremely 
well  for  General  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment.  The  hospital 
contains  about  5I  beds.  Hospital  facilities  are  also  available 
at  the  North  Devon  Infirmary,  Barnstaple,  and  the  Royal  Devon 
and  Exeter  Hospital,  Exeter.

BIDEPORD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  m3;-  Ajn.nu.al  Report  for  the  year  1955  5 dealing 
with  matters  which  come  within  the  purvie?/  of  this  Department. 

It  is  very  gratif3;-ing  to  be  able  to  report  a very  different 
story  V7ith  regard  to  the  vfater  supply  situation  in  the  district, 
occasioned  13;-  the  activities  of  the  North  Devon  V/ater  Board,  v;ho 
have,  at  long  last,  brought  mains  water  supplj"  to  certain  villages 
in  the  district  from  the  trunk  mains  and  main  supply  at  Prewley, 
Dartmoor . 


The  position  has  greatly  improved  in  the  Parishes  of 
Buckland  Brewer,  Parkham  and  Monkleigli,  and  this  is  the  commence- 
ment to  the  many  miles  of  water  mains  which  are  to  be  laid  through- 
out the  district  to  relieve  the  ver3;-  serious  water  shortage  which 
occurs  annually,  sirce  to  date  practicall3;-  the  whole  of  the 
district  has  had  to  rely  on  shallow  wells  which  after  a few  weeks 
of  true  sumviier  weather  either  drgr  up,  or  in  which  the  flow  is 
reduced  to  such  an  extent  that  vvatcr  can  be  used  for  absolute 
essentials  only. 

The  Council's  prograrrmie  in  the  field  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  is  proceeding  satisfactorily,  and  the  policy  .formulated 
some  3;-ears  ago  of  carr,3/-ing  out  one  scho.me  for  a village  each  3;-ear 
as  main  v/ater  reaches  the  area,  is  proving  most  satisfactory  in 
many  wa3^s,  and  v/hereas  the  advent  of  main  v/ater  supply  increases 
drainage  difficulties  if  the  sewer  is  not  available,  this  danger 
to  public  health  has  not  arisen  in  the  district. 

In  the  field  of  housing,  the  urgent  need  for  houses,  which 
v/as  very  apparent  at  the  end  oB  the  war  and  for  a few  years  there- 
after, rs  no  longer  felt  in  the  district,  and  further 
the  housing  pro.gramme,  which  in  any  case  was  slowing  up  because 
of  the  lack  of  urgent  cases  requiring  re~hous:ing,  has  received  a 
setback  by  the  continuous  polic,3/-  of  increasing  loan  charges  on 
mone3^  borrov/ed  from  the  Public  Dorks  Loan  Board  to  finance  building, 
which  resulted  in  increasingly  higher  rents  to  cover  the  costs,  not 
onl3/-  of  increased  building  costs,  but  the  higher  rate  of  interest. 

During  the  3;-ear  plans v/ero  made  to  build  a number  of  houses 
at  Welcombe,  Clovell.y  and  .T-'^onkleigh,  but  for  the  reasons  stated 
above,  two  houses  only  v/ere  built  at  Delcombe,  and  plans  and 
specifications  are  held  in  readiness  in  the  office  to  go  to  tender 
v/ithin  a short  time  should  the  Council  so  decide,  for  six  bungalow's 
at  Higher  Clovelly,  and  four  bungalov/s  and  four  houses  at  Monkleigh, 
and  plans  v/ere  prepared  and  approved  for  the  layout  of  an 
additional  nine  houses  and  bungalov/s  at  the  Fonkleigh  Estate.

The  craphasis  has  been  changed,  in  accordance  with  Government 
policy,  from  the  provision  of  new  houses  to  the  support  of  schemes 
by  private  property  ov/ners  to  re-condition  houses,  which  were 
quickly  falling  into  a state  of  disrepair  to  such  an  extent  that 
to  condemn  them  within  a fev;  years  was  the  onl^''  action  vdiich 
could  be  taJcen  - reference  to  this  matter  is  made  later  in  the 
report . 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  as  yet,  because  of  the  continued 
need  for  financial  restriction,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  review 
the  refuse  collection  proegranme  in  the  district,  which  although 
being  carried  on  reasonably  satisfactorily,  could  bo  greatly  improved, 
and  it  is  suggested  that  this  is  one  aspect  of  the  Council’s 
activity  v/hich  should  receive  urgent  consideration. 

The  remainder  of  the  Report  follows  its  customary  form, 
giving  details,  in  statistical  form  and  otherwise,  of  all  the 
various  aspects  and  responsibilities  of  the  Department,  existing 
services  and  intimating  how  these  are  to  be  improved, 

I vdsh  to  thank  the  I'lembers  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance 
generally  in  my  duties,  and  more  particularly  for  their  help  when 
dealing  with  certain  local  matters  when  the  assistance  of  someone 
with  local  knowledge  is  of  prime  importance,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  support  and  co-operation.

HOUSING  ACTS,  1936/94 

A number  of  applications  for  grants  towards  the  cost  of 
conversion  and/or  improvement  works  on  properties  were  received 
during  the  year,  and  grants  involving  pa5njient  of  £3,200  were  approved 
for  eight  properties, 

A number  of  applications  received  during  the  year  were  sub- 
sequontl3r  approved  by  the  Council  for  grants,  and  others  were 
y/ithdrav'/n  for  various  reasons. 


One  of  these  applications  included  a proposal  for  conversion 
of  one  large  farmhouse  into  two  houses,  and  the  remainder  v\^ere  for 
improvement  only. 


Those  schemes  carried  out  v/ith  the  aid  of  improvement  grants, 
completed  to  date,  have  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory  indeed,  and 
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have  in  many  cases  resulted  in  old  houses,  which  were  in  a very  had 
state  of  repair,  being  improved  to  a standard  equivalent  to  any 
modern  Council  house,  with  the  result  that  they  will  give  satis- ^ 
factory  housing  accommodation  for  a.  number  of  years  to  come.  This 
has  improved  the  general  situation  in  the  district  in  two  ways;  it 
has  removed  the  necessity  for  the  provision  of  Council  houses  to 
replace  those  houses  which  have  fallen  into  disrepair  and  are 
subsequently  condemned,  and  some  cottages  which  were  most  unsightly 
in  certain  villages  and  hamlets,  now  after  improvement  conform  to 
the  village  plan  and  amenities  very  satisfactorily  indeed. 

The  future  use  of  the  four  houses  which  had  fallen  into  a bad 
state  of  repair  was  considered  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  and 
the  result  in  all  four  cases  has  been  that  an  undertaking  has  been 
given  by  the  owner  of  the  property  under  Section  11(3)  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  to  the  effect  that  the  house  will  not  be  used  for  human 
habitation  until  such  time  as  it  has  been  rendered  fit  in  all  respects 
for  the  purpose,  and  in  these  cases  the  owners  have  expressed  their 
intention  of  carrying  out  major  v^orks  of  improvement  and  alteration 
to  these  houses,  possibly  with  the  aid  of  a grant  under  the  Housing 
Acts .

Water  obtained  from  the  mains  of  the  Northam  Urban 
District  Council,  which  reservoir  is  situated  at 
Melbury  in  the  Parish  of  Parkham. 

The  village  and  part  of  the  Parish  is  supplied  from 
the  North  Devon  Water  Board  mains,  and  the  emergency 
scheme  from  standpipes  in  the  village  is  to  be  dis- 
continued . 

A separate  scheme  is  available  to  serve  this  village, 
which  has  been  improved  in  recent  years  by  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board. 

Water  is  available  from  the  Burford  water  supply 
scheme  - to  be  augmented  later  from  the  mains  of  the 
Water  Board  from  Dartmoor, 

Mains  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  have  reached  this 
village  and  the  hamlet  of  Saltrens  during  the  year 
under  review  - two  villages  v\rhere  the  lack  of  water 
in  past  years  has  been  very  acute. 

The  wartime  emergency  water  supply  scheme  is  still 
in  operation  for  the  tov/n,  augmented  from  the  Burford 
supply  at  Clovelly  - although  short  in  the  height  of 
summer,  it  has  nevertheless  given  a reasonable  supply, 
but  this  will,  of  course,  be  augmented  when  the  service 
reservoir  at  Higher  Clovelly  is  connected  to  the  mains 
from  Dartmoor. 

The  village  and  parts  of  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
Parish,  are  served  by  mains  of  the  North  Devon  Water 
Board. 


The  villages  of  Littleham,  Woolsery  and  the  hamlets  of  Bucks 
Cross,  Bucks  Mills,  Stoke,  Ford,  Fairy  Cross,  Bulkworthy,  and 
Newton  St.  Petrock  still  lack  adequate  water  supply,  but  some  of 
these  localities  are  to  be  provided  shortly  with  the  supplies  needed, 
and  others  will  be  the  subject  of  further  extensions  from  trunk  and 
branch  mains  at  a later  date.

A numLer  of  farms  in  the  district  recently  have  "benefited 
by  improved  w?oter  supply  through  schemes  carried  out  under  the 
farm  v/ater  supply  proposals  of  the  Devon  Agricultural  Committee. 

In  a number  of  cases  the  farm  v/ater  suppl.y  which  v/as  the 
subject  of  a grant  for  taking  water  to  the  farm  buildings  in 
connection  v/ith  the  milk  supplj^,  etc.,  has  been  extended  to  the 
dv/ellinghouse , rond  in  this  connection  a number  of  schemes  have 
been  approved,  by  this  Department  for  further  extension  of  the 
water  supply  scheme  for  domestic  purposes.

Fifteen  samples  of  v?ater  v/ere  taken  for  bacteriological  and/or 
chemical  examination  fro.m  all  sources  during  the  year,  and  where 
unsatisfactory  results  were  reported,  advice  v/as  given  regarding 
means  to  be  adopted  to  sterilise  the  water  as  a temporarj^  measure 
prior  to  permanent  steps  being  taken  to  exclude  the  source  of 
contamination,  or  an  alternative  suppXy  being  brought  into  use.

During  the  year  under  reviev/  a sev/erage  scheme  has  been  provided 
to  serve  the  hamlet  of  Saltrens,  where  conditions  were  most  unsat- 
isfactory, and  the  scheme  v/as  finished  just  before  the  mains  of  the 
Water  Board  reached  the  village,  v/hich  proved  most  satisf actor3/'. 

Sewerage  schemes  for  Higher  Clovell.y  and  Monkleigh  were  before 
the  Hinistr3^  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  at  the  end  of  the  year 
under  reviev/,  and  at  the  moment  the  position  is  that  the  Monkleigh 
scheme  is  proceeding,  whereas  the  sche.me  at  Higher  Clovelly  has 
been  dela3’’sd  because  of  the  recent  monetaTy  "credit  squeeze"  applied 
by  the  Government.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  this  scheme  will 
proceed  in  the  very  near  future. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  provide  sewerage  schemes 
to  the  undermentioned  villages  and  hamlets,  but  the  order  in  which 
these  will  be  carried  out  is  dependent  on  the  proposed  extensions 
of  the  '''ater  Board  mains; -

The  conditions  of  the  sewers  and  the  sev/agc  disposal  works  at 
Hartland  have  given  much  trouhle  during  the  3^ear  under  revie’w  - 
the  old  sewers  and  disposal  works  are  wholly  unsatisfactory;’  to 
serve  the  tov.n,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  report  a new  sewer- 
age scheme  is  in  process  of  preparation,  with  a new  sewage  disposal 
works  and  new  sewers  to  serve  the  existing  town  and  the  immediate 
development  around  it.

FOOD  PREMISES 


Inspections  wore  made  of  properties  from  which  food  and  ice 
cream  arc  sold,  or  in  vdiich  ice  cream  is  manufactured,  and  these 
inspections  have  not  resulted  in  the  necessity  for  reporting  any;" 
serio’us  breaches  of  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  to  the  Council. 


During  the  year  a new  Food  & Drugs  Act  has  been  passed,  and 
new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  been  made  thereunder,  and  these 
call  for  a higher  standard  of  hy;’giene  generally  in  food  shops, 
and  this  mat’cer  has  been,  and  is  still  receiving  the  active  consid- 
eration of  the  Departmen’fc. 

One  property  is  registe-'ed  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream, 
and  nine  properties  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice 
cream,  which  is  delivered  in  that  state  from  the  manufacturers,  and 
similarly/-  sold  to  the  public. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

During  the  year  two  private  slaughter  houses  were  licensed  by/ 
the  Council  after  works  had  been  carried  out  to  them  to  bring  them 
up  to  a reasonably  satisfactory  state,  and  they  are  used  v/eekly;-, 
but  only  for  very  limited  output. 

Inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  has  been  nearly  one  hundred 
per  cent.,  but  this  is  possible  only  because  of  limited  use,  and 
the  fact  that  only  two  premises  are  licensed,  and  details  of  work 
carried  on  at  such  premises,  and  details  of  inspections,  etc.  are 
given  hereunder; -

MILK  AMD  DAIRIES  ACT,  1949 


There  is  one  non-producer  retailer  of  milk  registered  in  the 
district . 

The  majority  of  milk  from  this  dairy  is  sold  in  the  Borough  of 
Bideford  where  samples  of  milk  are  taken  from  time  to  time. 

The  sale  of  milk  hy  one  non  designated  producer/retailer  of 
milk  in  the  district  was  temporarily  stopped  following  the  results 
of  an  examination  of  sample  of  milk  which  proved  the  presence  of 
Tuhicle  Bacilli  in  the  supply. 

After  some  days  the  diseased  animal  was  removed  from  the  herd 
and  dealt  y/ith  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  I938.
